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In such an event the path of duty for the Executive is 
plain. The Constitution requiring him to take care that 
the laws of the United States be faithfully executed, if 
they be opposed in the Territory of Kansas, he may and 
should place at the disposal of the marshal any public 
force of the United States which happens to be within 
■the jurisdiction, to be used as a portion of the posse cona- 
tatus; and, if that do not suffice to maintain order, then 
he may call forth the militia of one or more States for 
that object, or employ for the same object any part of the 
land or naval force of the United States. So also, if the 
obstruction be to the laws of the Territory, and it be 
duly presented to him as a case of insurrection, he may 
employ for its suppression the militia of any State or the 
land or naval force of the United States. And if the 
Territory be invaded by the citizens of other States, 
whether for the purpose of deciding elections or for any 
other, and the local authorities find themselves unable to 
repel or withstand it, they will be entitled to, and, upon 
the fact being fully ascertained, they shall most certainly 
rtceive, the aid of the General Government. 

But it is not the duty of the President of the United- 
States to volunteer interposition by force to preserve the 
purity of elections either in a State or Territory. To do 
so would be subversive of public freedom. And whether 
a law be wise or unwise, just or unjust, is not a question 
for him to judge. If it be constitutional—that is, if it be 
the law of the land—it is his duty to cause it to be exe¬ 
cuted, or to sustain the authorities of any StatK . 
Territory in executing it in opposition to alt ihsurrecliqt -' 
ary movements. ' 

Our system affords no justification of revolutionary 
acts; for the constitutional means of relieving the peojfle 
of unjust administration and laws, by a change of public 
agente and by repeal, are ample, and more prompt and 
effective than illegal violenca These constitutional means 
must be scrupulously guarded—this great prerogative of 
popular sovereignty sacredly respected.

DOMESTIC LIFE IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Those decisions of the returning officers and of the 
Governor are final, except that, by the parliamentary 
usage of the country applied to the organic law, it may 
be conceded that each House of the A^mbly must have 
been competent to determine, in the last resort, the qualifi¬ 
cations and the election of its members. The subject was, 
by its nature, one appertaining exclusively to the juris¬ 
diction of the local authorities of the Territory. What¬ 
ever irregularities may have occurred in the elections, it 
seems too late now to raise that question as to which, 
neither now nor at any previous time, has the least pos¬ 
sibly legal authority been possesed by the President of 
the United States. For all present purposes the Legis¬ 
lative body, thus constituted and elected, was the legiti¬ 
mate assembly of the Territory. 

Accordingly, the Governor, by proclamation, convened 
the Assembly thns elected to meet at a place called 
Pawnee City. The two Houses met and were duly 
organized in the ordinary parliamentary form; each sent 
to and received from the Governor the official communi¬ 
cations usual on such occasions; an elaborate Message 
opening the session was communicated by the Governor; 
and the general business of legislation was entered upon 
by the Legislative Assembly. 

But, after a few days, the Assembly resolved to ad¬ 
journ to another place in the Territory, A law was 
accordingly passed, against the consent of the Governor, 
but in due form otherwise, to remove the seat of govern¬ 
ment temporarily to the “Shawnee Manual Labour 
School” (or mission), and thither the Assembly pro-

The said Parsons is now under 
recognizance to appear before the County Court of Blair 
County, Pa., to answer to the charge of kidnapping, 
under the laws of said State, he having pursued to said 
County and endeavoured to reclaim a fugitive slave, in 
pursuance of the provisions of the act of Congress known 
as the ‘ Fugitive Slave law.’ 

“The bill reported by Mr. Hiett prohibits the said 
Parsons, under a penalty of ®d,000,/rom apnearing and 
'• pleading to the charge aforesaid, and provides that the 
Commonwealth of Virginia shall a®ume, on his behalf, 
all costs, fines, forfeitures, &c., incurred by his non-ap¬ 
pearance—the amount to be paid by the Governor, out 
of the contingent fund. The bill further provid® that if 
the said Parsons shall hereafter be arr®ted and impri¬ 
soned upon the charge aforesaid, the Governor ot Vir¬ 
ginia is directed to demand his immediate surrender, and 
in default thereof shall cause the writ of habeas corpus to 
be applied for, &c. If his release be not then eflected, 
the Governor is directed, ten days after the proclamation 
thereof, to seize and imprison all citizens and to seize and 
hold all property of the State of Pennsylvania and of 
citizens thereof until the release and surrender of said 
Parsons. For the enforcement of the proceedings con¬ 
templated by this proposed law, the Governor is author¬ 
ized to call upon and command the servic® of all civil 
and military officers of the State, and all private citizens 


that, by the express terms of the organic law, the seat of 
government of the Territory was “located temporarily 
at Fort Leavenworth ”; and yet the Governor himself 
remained there less than two months, and of his own dis¬ 
cretion transfeiTed the seat of government to the Shaw¬ 
nee Mi®ioD, vAere it in fact-was at the time the Assem¬ 
bly. were called to meet at Pawnee City. If the Gover¬ 
nor had any such right to change temporarily the seat of 
government, still more had the Legislative A®embly. 
The objection is of exceptional origin for the further rea¬ 
son that the place indicated by the Governor, without 
having an exclusive claim of preference in itself, was a 
proposed town site only, which he and others were at¬ 
tempting to locate unlawfully npon land within a military 
reservation, and for participation in which illegal act the 
commandant of a post, a superior officer of the army, has 
been dismissed by sentence of court-martial. 

Nor is it easy to see why the Legislative Assembly 
might not with propriety pass the Territorial act trans¬ 
ferring its sittings to the Shawnee Mi®ion. If it could 
not, that must be on account of some prohibitory or in- 
conipatible provision of act of Congress. But no such 
provision exists. The organic act, as already quoted,

When the Lady Mabella, worn out with age and infirmity, j 
Was lying on her death-b^, she besought her husband, as | 
her last request, that he would grant her the means of 
leaving behind her a charitable bequest, in a dole of 
bread to be distributed to all who should apply for it 
annually on the Feast of the Annunciation of the Virgin 
Mary. Sir Roger, her husband, readily acceded to the 
Tcqufflt, by promising the produce of as much land as she 
could go over in the vicinity of the park, while a certain 
brand or billet was buroing, supposing that, from her 
long infirmity (for she had been bed-ridden some years), 
she would be able to go round a small portion only of his 
property.

- Raritt op a Good Editor.— A good editor, a com¬ 
petent newspaper conductor, is, like a general or a poet, j 
born—not made. Exercise and experience give facility, i 
but the qualification is innate, or it is never manifested. 
On the London daily papers, all the great historians, 
novelists, poets, essayists and writers of travels have been 
tried, and nearly all have failed. We might say all; for, 
after a display of brilliancy, brief, but grand, they died 
out, literally. Their resources were exhausted. “ I can,” 
said the late editor of the dimes to Moore, “ find any num¬ 
ber of men of genius to write for me, but very seldom one 
man of common sense.” The “ Thunderers ” in the dimes, 
therefore, have, so far as we know, been men of common 
sense. Nearly all successful editors have been men of this 
description. Campbell, Carlyle, Bulwer, and D’lsraeli 
failed ; Barnes, Sterling and Philips succeeded, and De 
Lane and Lowe succeed. A good editor seldom writes 
for his paper—he reads, judges, selects, dictates, directs, 
alters and combines ; and, to do all this well, he has but 
little time for composition. To write for a paper is one 
thing—to edit a paper another.—ZonJon Baity Post. 

-Freiligarth, the German poet, now a refugee m 

this country, has come forward upon the disputed origin 
of Longfellow’s metre for his beautiful “ Hiawatha.” In 
a letter to the Alhenteum, Freiligarth is in favour of Mr. 
Howitt’s reference to the Finnish measure, and expresses 
the opinion that Longfellow has used with remarkable 
skill and success the parallelism of the Finnish Runea 
He adds: “ I may mention, that in the summer of 1842, 

I when Mr. Longfellow was on the Rhine, we often amused 
' ourselves with the attractive metre and the quaint and 
i uncouth subjects of the songs of Finland. We read at 
that time Dr. Von Schroter’s “ Finnisebe Runen. Fiu- 
nisch nnd Deutsch ’ (Stuttgart nnd Tiibingen, 1834). A 
most instructive little book, which first made my country¬ 
men acquainted with the folk-lore and national poetry of 
Finland, eighteen years before Herr Schiefner’s transla¬ 
tion of the ‘ Kalevala ’ made that acquaintance still more 
intimate. Only Goethe’s ‘ Finnisches Lied,’ and Platen’s 
translation of ‘ Wainaimoinen’s Harfe ’ from the Swedish 
version had preceded it. These considerations will, I 
hope, leave but little doubt as to that region of poetry 
which has sngge.sted to Mr. Longfellow the metre which 
has given rise to so much controversy.” 

-A Manumitted Slave. —^A gentleman, connected 

with the British and Foreign Anti Slavery Society [says 
a London paper], waited upon the Lord Mayor, and intro¬ 
duced to the notice of his lordship Phillip Bailey, a 
native of Maryland, who had purchased his manumission 
from bis master, and submitted that the public notice of 
the fact in the press would be of essential service to the 
poor man in the event of the loss of his doenment, or of 
other disasters, upon his departnro from England. The 
applicant said that Bailey had laboured hard until he had 
put together $200, the price of his immumisaion; nnd 
having paid that sum for his manumission, he was anxious, 
upon the advice of the Society, to appear before the Lord 
Mayor, and to produce the document, the acknowledg¬ 
ment of which would be a record of the fact, and would 
preveilt any future inconvenience or emharrassmont, and 
be respected ns an adequate authority by the United 
States. The Lord Mayor said he had every reason to be¬ 
lieve that the press would most gladly notice an applico^ 
tion of the kind, and certainly be would not hesitate to 
express his gratification at being instrumental to the ser¬ 
vice of such a person ns had made it. The document ivas 
then returned to Bailey, who retired, expressing his thanks 
to the Lord Mayor for the very kind manner in which he 
had been received. 

-—.PHYsiaAi. Chanobs a-vd Personal Ide.ntity. —The 
116 lb. weight of water which forms three-fourths of the 
matter eomposing our bodies Is rejected with great 
rapidity in resi>iration, transpiration aud natural dis¬ 
charge. The carbon is expired with each aclion of the 
luugs in large quantities, combined with oxygen, another 
constituent of our bodies, in the form of carbonic acid. 
Tbe lime escaping in other ways is rejected from our bones 
and replaced by a fresh supply. There is not a movement 
of the body, whether voluntarily or involuntary; not 
an aclion of a member, a muscle, or a nerve ; not a pul¬ 
sation of the heart or of an artery ; not a perlstalic mo¬ 
tion of the intestines, which is not the proximate cause of 
the rejection of used-up matter and the demand for a 
fresh supply from the digestive apparatus, just as in a 
machine the wear and tear ot tbe parts is proportional to 
the force and continuance of their motions. Although
